The conviction many people that state fed- 
eral aid, both, are needed for children beyond 
those relief families has not made itself effective: 
least notice has been taken the high 


places that deal with relief policy. fact, ten days 
ago heard Mr. Hopkins say meeting that 
had been conscious serious pressure from any 
the so-called special groups. take 
refers the children’s group among others. shall 
return this remark later with some suggestions 
and interpretations.

FTER recess three years, Mid-West Re- 
gional Conference the Child Welfare League 
America was held Chicago March and 
The conference, attended over 300 registered 
delegates from various states and many more who 
did not register, was one orientation new de- 
velopments and new thinking the field chil- 
dren’s work. 

One its highlights was the unanimous adoption 
Cleveland, regard federal and state responsi- 
bility for dependent and neglected children—an 
outgrowth conference held the day before 
Mid-West members the conference which met 
Washington December under the leadership 
Miss Grace Abbott. 

The statement was follows: 


THE CoMMITTEE THE CONFERENCE 
PRESENT EMERGENCIES THE CARE 
PENDENT AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN: 


GovERNMENTAL RESPONSIBILITY 

the primary responsibility federal, state and local govern- 
ments that the health and welfare children conserved and 
adequately protected, first their own homes, that none may 
obliged leave order receive proper care, and secondly, 
for such must removed adequate provision made, based 
methods which they shall receive adequate and suitable care. 

Legally, present statutes, the responsibility for both mothers’ 
aid and child care now rests with each state government, from 
which, turn, each local sub-division has derived its responsi- 
bility. 

agreed that the present authority the Federal Adminis- 
trator, without additional legislation, sufficient meet the 
emergency needs mothers’ aid and the children’s field, ade- 
quate funds were provided. 

Where federal and state funds are provided, aid should con- 
tinue administered and supervised the public agency. 


STANDARDS 

The use federal and state funds should governed the 
following standards: 

Each child presents full social problem, since his own family 
were intact and competent, general relief would meet his need. 
will require more than food and shelter, and his need will not 
end with the resumption business. 

Mass care any field undesirable, but children, least all, 
are able survive it. Children contrast families have one 
speak for them case suffering neglect. 

Remedial measures must considered the basis sound 
principles child care, both normal times and periods 
special stress. Foster home service, particular, must reason- 
ably well done with acceptable standards, should not em- 
ployed all, due the dangers. 

The principle that children should not removed from their 


own homes should not departed from under the present unusual 
circumstances. this principle disregarded under stress, 
the absence home relief earlier, children removed from their 
own homes should returned them and adequate relief pro- 
vided. 

Emphasis should placed raising the general standards 
relief for all families, and thus benefit all children their own 
homes. 

For adequate child care program, even emergency 
basis, trained leadership essential protect children from neg- 
lect and exploitation. 

(1) That F.E.R.A. equipped with competent personnel, 
well trained and experienced the children’s field, 
sift and appraise these problems affecting child care; 
that the task this person not develop separate 
program, but develop adequate integrated program 
follows: 

secure information concerning the present status 
and needs children over the entire country; 

bring these needs the attention 
and the proper state relief commission; 

assist formulating F.E.R.A. policies the 
light these special child care needs; 

formulate plans (a) for stimulation the states 
the discharge the legal responsibility now resting 
them for developing adequate children’s programs; 
(b) for the part the federal government shall play 
supplementing where emergency needs require. 

the same fashion, there should attached each 
state relief commission similar qualified person dis- 
charge similar functions within the state; such state 
child care program will necessity need closely 
correlated with the central child welfare board agency 
dealing with children. 

Likewise, large local relief units, the development 
local resources and planning might benefit similar 
service through properly qualified children’s worker. 

(2) That view the past and present obligations for both 
mothers’ aid and child care, the emphasis placed pri- 
marily state and local responsibility, and special efforts 
made secure additional state funds for such purposes. 
this end, according the precedent now established 
certain states, each state relief commission might definitely 
allocate mothers’ aid and child care certain its funds 
and break down the prevalent practice using for family 
service alone all state funds duplication federal funds. 
create and maintain service with acceptable standards 
reasonably uniform over the state, these funds might well 
used for matching and equalization purposes with local 
units. 

(3) That where the facts show state and local funds from 
mothers’ aid are exhausted, the participation the federal 
government sought, occasion warrants, the absorp- 
tion these families general family service. 

(4) That due the wide variation the number, character and 
efficiency public and private child care agencies, the 
amount private and public funds available, the particular 
groups children eligible, federal aid child care 
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granted only emergencies where state and local resources 
are exhausted. 

(5) That for these purposes, during the emergency period, 
state relief commissions clearly designated the fiscal 
agents the federal and state governments. 

(6) That for the purpose securing adequate and prompt in- 
formation concerning the facts and their interpretation 
the general community, the Child Welfare League America 
asked continue and broaden their information service 
the children’s field, supplement the fact gathering 
the Federal Children’s Bureau and the service herein 
requested the F.E.R.A. 

This information service might well include full information 
those states and state relief commissions using state funds 
supplement mothers’ aid and child care. 

The Child Welfare League America should plan definite 
representation Washington until the above program 
put effect. 


Undoubtedly, addresses the Mid-West Re- 
gional Conference Areson, Cleveland, 
the Rev. McEvoy, Milwaukee, and Howard 
Hunter, field representative, Federal Civil Works 


Administration, helped point further the 
statement submitted Mr. Cole.

year two ago local and state resources 
for family relief ran short, kindly old gentleman 
named Uncle Sam took under his wing. has 
aided not only the families unemployed bread- 
winners, but also idle teachers, artists, musicians, 
nurses, and others. 

From parts the land inquiries have 
reached and have also been sent our Uncle 
Washington learn what willing for his 
some 600,000 dependent children, many whom are 
living short rations either with their widowed 
mothers away from their own homes foster 
families foster institutions. Some children are 
being left unsuitable homes because funds are 
available for them only they are home. 

Mothers’ aid appropriations certain parts the 
country are running short, community chest collec- 
tions have fallen off, and state and county appropria- 
tions from tax funds for child care have become in- 
creasingly meagre. far starvation has re- 
sulted—but will private funds and local tax funds 
hold out? 

Children cannot plead their own cause, families 
can. things come the last pass, will behoove 
interested citizens appeal for them their good 
Uncle. 

Public funds received from federal sources for 
children who are being cared for church and non- 
sectarian agencies would probably require the agen- 
cies function under public auspices. Both private 
and public agencies have their part play good 
children’s program. The elimination effective 
private agencies the result rush secure 
public funds would mean loss the whole panorama

each state but representative statements were made 
from great many parts the country. 

general, they varied from statements New 
England delegates the effect that the situation was 
fairly well hand, and that outside aid probably 
would not needed, desperate reports from the 
South and other more sparsely settled sections the 
country which told dire destitution. spite 
the serious situation, many speakers seemed either 
not position say that aid must im- 
mediate feel that the case was lacking con- 
creteness the kind assumed necessary for 
presentation. 

Reports the meetings have been circulated and 
you doubtless have seen them. Summary the 
situation has appeared News Letter the Child 
Welfare League America and also mimeo- 
graphed form from the United States Children’s 
Bureau. 


Ohio have tried formulate the 
situation because many believe serious. 
Judge Henry Robison, president the Ohio 
State Conference Social Work, has ascertained that 
whereas year ago last December there were 1,800 
mothers the waiting list the mothers’ pension 
departments, the number had risen 2,700 
December, 1933. While many these might not 
awarded this aid and hence the number cut, there are 
many qualified applicants who have not applied be- 
cause they know there hope. Judges juvenile 
courts Ohio have testified that they have been 
obliged cut down either the total amounts the 
payments per family, both, not because their judg- 
ment indicated that this was the thing time 
when other sources income were even scantier than 
usual, but because the financial pressure they 
were under. 

The latest bulletin social statistics from the 
Children’s Bureau shows that eight metropolitan 
areas Ohio mothers’ aid rapidly declining. 
From 1929 1933 the amount increased 39.5% 
while the number families increased 46.3%, 
proportion that was not too much out 
the rate increase shown over these years has been 
entirely reversed from 1932 1933, shown the 
same table statistics. From 1932 1933 the 
amount available decreased 26.3% while the 
families increased 15.9%. 

This could mean only one thing, namely, that 
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these families are being forced onto lower and lower 
subsistence levels, situation which turn prepares 
the way for wiping out the hard-won distinction be- 
tween this type assistance and ordinary poor relief. 
You have heard how this has happened large 
number counties one State. Administrators are 
very apprehensive that such trend may estab- 
lished. seems quite possible unless the de- 
cline payments per family checked and the aid 
re-established what intended be, namely, 
long-time security decent level. Should this 
service put back the general relief field, held 
development worth conserving? 

Through the assistance the Division Chari- 
ties the Ohio Department Public Welfare 
quick sampling was made the situation among 
county children’s homes and private agencies the 
State. few superintendents county homes, 
few heads children’s agencies and institutions, 
mostly sectarian and small, seemed state 
contentment. They neither felt pressure nor ex- 
pressed concern regarding the children outside their 
immediatecare. The majority those who responded, 
however, were much concerned about the situation. 

Many replied that they had been obliged curtail 
even close intake; quite frequently was 
stated that children were accepted for foster care 
only condition that parents others were able 
pay for them. judge for yourselves how far 


parents unfit unable have their children would 


inclined position pay for their care. 
number county children’s homes reported very 
serious overcrowding, 80%, and many re- 
ported cuts boarding funds running high 40%, 
and private agencies all over the State seemed 
facing serious situation. Yet almost reports 
came waiting lists children recorded after 
investigation their applications who could not 
given some kind care. Particularly striking was 
the testimony from some the industrial towns 
which appeared that agencies straining their 
utmost were not able more than keep low 
level protection those children whom they already 
had care. 


Tue point quoting this Ohio evidence not be- 
cause unique, but emphasize again that there 
confusion evidence. When this confusion 
added the administrative difficulties that all 
recognize exist this field, one thinks aid from 
governmental source one perhaps envisages some 
the reasons for reluctance the part the 
authorities. 


field are content spend our time searching for pres- 
sure the same terms unemployment relief, 
shall not get very far. believe, course, that there 
case and that may vigorously made, but 
would distinguish between the type pressure that 
brought about movement the relief situation from 
that which possible and entirely proper our 
situation. The pressure which brought about the 
loosening funds for unemployment relief was that 
numbers, clear evidences destitution, fear 
riots, indices unemployment, and the stagnation 
trade consequent these phenomena. suggest 
you that neither the children are concerned 
about nor their behalf are able frame our 
case these terms—that is, unless wait until 
children begin rove our streets, happened 
Russia after the famine, that they may counted 
children into barracks where they may seen 
demonstration; or, has just happened the East 
Side New York, bands children organized 
exploit themselves and their misery marching 
the city halls various municipalities. These are 
some the devices seems should have 
adopt continued accept the idea that the 
case for children has duplicate characteristics 
the case made for relief the unemployed. There 
is, however, entirely different aspect the, whole 
situation. 


call your attention that all state 
legislation having with children and their 
nurture conceived from the point view the 
responsibility the State act and active 
their behalf. The State is, the 20th century, 
loco parentis many vital matters. 

state department education not content 
simply with the building appropriate school struc- 
tures convenient places: has whole system 
procedure insuring that children brought into 
the schools because good thing for our future 
that they educated. Moreover, employs staffs 
see that this done and take legal action 
against adults who interfere with the enjoyment 
this right childhood. 

Similarly matters health, certain minimum 
protections are laid down the law, and the au- 
thority health departments, both state and local, 
considerable and general that have become 
accustomed rely the safeguards quarantine, 
vaccination, sanitary control, health inspection and 
other services. 
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Furthermore, every state save one two has 
system juvenile courts for the protection chil- 
dren more general matters than the two foregoing. 
And here again see provision for vigorous action 
the part the State. most states, perhaps all, 
such courts are vested with authority proceed 
against adults who interfere with the reasonable 
rights childhood who threaten the welfare 
children. Many have staffs whose business 
into these situations actively order that they may 
corrected the power and the action the 
State. 


view this long and general tradition gov- 
ernment activity behalf childhood, see rea- 
son why anyone should assume that any state has 
the right indifferent the effect children 


present depression conditions. the contrary, 


seems clear that the states which actively set out 
safeguard the education, the health and the gen- 
eral welfare children within their borders cannot 
neglect take into account great menace the 
economic conditions now affecting them. 

seems also that such action may ex- 
pected proceed from the same point view 
the illustrations state action already cited. That 
say, that state governments and, through 
them, the federal government, should expected 
apprise themselves the condition which un- 
fortunate children are now placed, first step 
action. Certainly this would done with every 
cooperation such agencies and groups are rep- 
resented here, but the responsibility lies clearly upon 
government active and seems that only 
this way can the situation approached. 


Steps this direction were taken almost year 
ago when the United States Children’s Bureau con- 
ducted widespread review the situation and sum- 
marized report for the federal administration. 
state after state the seriousness the matter was 
clear from the evidence given. Funds were running 
out, children were being sent back unfit homes, 
conviction was general that many children who needed 
care were not having it. And federal funds were 
being used asked for help the emergent situa- 
tion. all know that these funds were withdrawn 
with the beginning F.E.R.A. That this has 
some way been compensated for, with the result that 
the situation today less serious than was year 
ago, seems fantastic idea. 


Tue first need, then, that government officials 
should take into account the difference evidence 


this field from that the field unemployment 
Most obvious all, course, the fact that the 
child client himself does not make himself seen and 
heard. This simply phase his general helpless- 
ness, the very fact recognized all law cited above. 
Moreover, this should carry acceptance the fact 
that starvation not the sole criterion (though 
may one): the rea/ criterion neglect and degrada- 
tion and deprivation viewed the light future 
years. This implies, turn, both knowledge 
what seek and knowledge what may done. 
The quickest and clearest way for government 
units get such knowledge and digest its meaning 
through personnel who know the work the field. 
This personnel might best located, first, the 
F.E.R.A. staff; second, each state relief commis- 
sion staff; and perhaps also every sizable local 
relief unit. Their function would not promote 
separate organization, but sift and appraise child 
needs, keep relief authorities advised, and assist 
planning meet the needs this large group for 
whom home relief cannot provide. Much assistance 
can rendered such organizations are meeting 
here, but there must central governmental points

effort survey the situation for the purposes 
proposing public aid Cuyahoga County, 
Ohio, have recently summarized the number chil- 
dren who are under court commitments all types 
agencies, public and private, institutional and 
other. have enumerated those likely 
care longer than year and those for lesser period, 
also those who are becoming eligible for such com- 
mitments. The idea that the basis these 
figures shall have some knowledge the possible 
weight child care that has been officially recognized 
the local governmental agency, namely, the Ju- 
venile Court. 

not our purpose ask for public support for 
all committed, but rather use this information 
base for estimating some division the support load 
between the private agencies and the public. 
have large public agency which carrying about 
heavy load safe for agency organized 
only few years ago assume. is, therefore, 
being proposed that certain special funds made avail- 
able the County through recent tax levy used 
supplement deficiencies budgets among num- 
ber the private agencies temporary emergency 
measure. 

Such measure, course, runs counter theory, 
but the other hand the conviction those 
dealing with the matter that one the main points 
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secured that the public agency should not 
swamped and permanently crippled thrusting 
space time. also, course, general conviction 
that private agencies this field should continue 
carry some substantial share the burden and that 
the financial returns these years are probably 
fair index what that share the burden might be. 

other words, are endeavoring work out 
reasonable balance between the large responsibility 
assumed public funds and the maintenance 
reasonable responsibility private funds. 

Cleveland, explored the situation little bit 
two years and half ago and found that time 423 
children who needed urgently come out their 
homes measure rescue from immoral and 
degrading conditions which were even then 
intolerable pitch. December last, had 
taken only 163. Similar evidence being gathered 
Dayton, Ohio. 


recent State Conference Social Work 
Ohio committee was appointed vigorously 
into the matter aid for children. Two actions 
were initiated. 

After consultation with the tax expert the State 
was agreed that bill should formulated for 
presentation the Legislature its next session 
which the State should share half 
basis the expense mothers’ aid now resting entirely 
upon the counties. This would release some funds 
all counties and some counties rather considerable 
sums addition taking the waiting lists. 

Also, the State Department Public Welfare was 
requested complete the rather sketchy summariza- 
tion facts which have referred regarding 
children county children’s homes and private 
agencies with evidences need not met, for presenta- 
tion the State Relief Commission with the request 
that the State Relief Commission act the agent 
Ohio this matter with the federal government 
Washington. 

The early 1933 legislation Ohio establishing this 
Commission and providing for its revenues con- 
templated that all these purposes might served 
the Commission; fact, some them were 
served until the federal government order specifying 
only unemployment relief the aim its funds and 
requiring matching state funds put end the 
general assumption responsibility the State 
Relief Commission. other words, the original 
intent the law creating the State Relief Com- 
mission was directly line with the active assump- 


tion responsibility that characterizes all state re- 
lations with children need distress. 

From the statements made Washington, 
would appear that many the commissions, like 
that Ohio, abandoned their responsibility when 
the new federal program was inaugurated. our 
idea that this obligation should re-established. 

the beginning remarks stated that Mr. 
Hopkins had said appreciable pressure had been 
felt Washington. has been suggested that 
thinks the absence pressure local relief com- 
missions indication that the situation neither 
emergent nor serious. any event, Ohio are 
taking the position that the State Relief Commission 
the fiscal agent the State and the federal 
government for relief purposes the present time, 
that many state relief commissions have the possi- 
bility using some funds their own for child care 
purposes, that some state relief commissions are 
doing so, that the situation legitimate concern 
the federal government, and that the relief com- 
mission the agent the federal government 
within the state the proper source approach, 


first for planning and then, need be, for funds. 


remains seen what success shall have 
these measures. But they seem logical 
steps take. 

should like repeat belief that resumption 
responsibility act ought be'the first 
make state governments since the long 
and clearly established tradition every state. This 
does not mean that such facts are hand should 
not presented. Certainly they should be, 
honestly and clearly possible. But their pres- 
entation should met with understanding the 
part government administrators that they are not 
and cannot the same terms unemployment 
relief and that the whole tradition American 
sentiment and law one safeguarding children 
from harm. have not, many years, waited for 
the exhibition child misery bring action. 
cannot believe that should wait for now. 

The first step not simply get money from 
Washington. What need more urgently 
clear lead the states the established responsi- 
bility society children whose own families can- 
not rear them, whose mothers must plan for long 
years ahead.
